Johnson died at 
his home in Thatcher 
last Wednes

1910 
at 600 
oclock a 
m 
surrounded by 
his 
family and a few friends 
The funeral services 
will be held 
in the Assembly 
Hall Thatcher 
at 
200 p m 
Sunday 
June 5th 
William 
Dydamous 
Johnson was 
born 
in Haddam 
Conn 
October 
22 
1833 
When 
he was 
one year 
old his parents moved to Michigan 
In 1846 he moved 
with his fathers 
family 
to 
Illinois 
In the 
same 
year he started with the immigrants 
for Utah 
After starting west 
he 
became a member of the 
Mormon 
Church 
Two years were spent on 
the road then the family returned to 
Iowa 
where they remained for four 
years 
They finally went to Utah 
in 1852 
and 
settled in 
Springville 
where in 1855 
he was 
married to 
Caroline L 
Wild 
who still survives 
him 
He 
was the father of nine 
children five of whom are still liv ¬ 
ing and all residents of this county 
In 1853 Mr Johnson enlisted as a 
Government 
scout 
and 
served 
through 
the Walker 
Black 
Hawk 
and Tintic Indian wars which wars 
lasted until 
1857 
It was 
during 
this time that he was shot in the 
shoulder and will carry the bullet 
toShis grave 
In the Nauvoo Legion 
he reached the title of colonel 
He came to Arizona with his fam ¬ 
ily in 1880 and settled at Pima 
In 
1883 he removed to St David where 
he was made bishop 
In 
1884 
he 
was 
chosen 
second 
counselor 
to 
President 
C 
Layton 
and 
in 
1886 
returned 
to the Gila Valley and be ¬ 
came one of the first settlers 
of 
Thatcher 
where 
he 
has 
resided 
ever since 
In 1898 he was chosen first coun 
selor to Mr Layton which position 
he held until 
on account of failing 
health 
he 
resigned 
about 
three 
years ago 
In 1887 and 
1888 
he served the 
county as assessor 
and was 
elected 
as 
first 
mayor 
of 
Thatcher 
In 
fact where he has lived he has held 
responsible 
civil 
and 
ecclesiastical 
positions 
and 
so valuable were his 
services in the church that 
he 
be ¬ 
came known to his associates as the 
balance wheel of the stake 
He was not only a pioneer and 
home builder 
in Utah and Arizona
